A single-pilot plane

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Peel cops charge officer with fraud 


Peel Regional Police have 
charged one of their offi- 
cers with fraud, alleging 
improper employee benefit 
claims. 


After a four-month inves- 
tigation, the force charged 
Constable Noel Santiago, 
with two counts of Fraud 
Under $5,000 over the dis- 
puted claims. 


The four-year veteran 
of the Peel force was sus- 
pended with pay under 
provisions of the Ontario 
Police Services Act. 


Santiago is scheduled to 
appear at the A. Grenville 
& William Davis Court 
House in Brampton on 
Monday, Sept. 11. 


“Conduct of this nature is 
not tolerated by the Peel

Regional Police and any 
officer who engages in this 
behavior will be investigat- 
ed and charged appropri- 
ately,” Chief Jennifer Ev- 
ans said in a statement late 
Wednesday. 


Police officers face the 
same legal penalties as or- 
dinary citizens, but are also 
subject to discipline under 
the provincial police ser- 
vices act. 


According to public gov- 


ernment records obtained 
through the website Gov- 
DataCA, Santiago earned 
a salary of $107,290.85 in 
2016. 


The Peel force provides 
policing services primar- 
ily for Mississauga and 
Brampton and is the sec- 
ond largest municipal po- 
lice service in Ontario after 
the Toronto force. 


It has more than 2,000 
uniformed officers and 
nearly 850 support staff. 


Earlier this year, the Peel 
force charged one of its of- 
ficers with assault and sex- 
ual assault. 


Later, a veteran detective 
was charged with obstruc- 
tion and breach of trust.

A 55-year-old man is in 
custody after failing to re- 
main at the scene of a fatal 
collision at the north end of 
Mississauga last week.

For residential prop- 
erties, it’s charged as a 
percentage of the sales 
price. 


It came into effect in 
2008 and is in addition 
to the Province’s Land 
Transfer Tax. 


Homes valued at over 
$400,000 are subject 
to a 2 percent LTT. The 
first $55,000 is levied at 
0.5 per cent. For a home 
valued at $800,000, the 
tax bill would be $11,725 


The impact on home 
prices which Syrianos 
attributes to the LTT is 
being felt on the border 
between the two juris- 
dictions where there 
are, “increased prices 
on the Mississauga side 
because of demand from 
people looking to avoid 
the Land Transfer Tax.” 


He says the LTT has put 
downward pressure on 
Etobicoke prices where 
it makes sense for some 
homebuyers to move a 
little further west if it 
means avoiding a big tax 
bill. 


While there is little 
hard data to support it, 
Syrianos, who works as a 
broker, has been observ- 
ing trends and speaking 
directly to homebuyers. 

“I’m giving you perspec- 
tive from the street,” he 
said. 


“I’m also a broker with 
multiple offices and 
quite a few sales people. 
I’m giving you more of 
the realities of what we 
experience from talking 
to consumers.” 


Mississauga council has 
pushed for its own Land 
Transfer Tax despite 
complaints by first time 


homebuyers in Toronto 
that it’s made housing 
less affordable there. 


The Toronto Real Estate 
Board has consistently 
opposed the LTT given 
that it adds to the cost of 
housing. 

“We don't believe in 
the LTT to this day. We 
feel it’s an unfair tax de- 
signed to help balance 


their books. From our 
perspective as realtors 
in the industry with con- 
sumers trying to buy a 
property, the tax is a pen- 
alty for buying a home 
that has really substan- 
tially added to the cost of 
home ownership.” 


There’s been a softening 
of housing values in To- 
ronto over the last sever- 
al months. 


Recent figures from the 
Canadian Real Estate 
Association show a 6.7% 
drop in home sales in 
Canada. 


The slowdown could re- 
sult in less revenue for 
Toronto from the Munic- 
ipal Land Transfer Tax — 
which generated $639.7 
million for the city last 
year. 


Relief, Joy as Jailed Mississauga pastor released from North Korean prison 


Friends of a Mississau- 
ga pastor released from a 
North Korean prison are 
breathing a sigh of relief 
after a long and difficult 
ordeal. 


60-year-old Hyeon Soo 
Lim has been set free on 
compassionate grounds 
after more than two 
years in custody. Pastor 
John Bae, a friend of 
Lim’s at the Light Kore- 
an Presbyterian Church, 
says news of the release 
caught him by surprise. 


“T was like, what? I was 
very surprised,” laughed 
Bae. “We weren't pre- 
pared. We were hoping 
he would be released. A 
couple of days ago, the 
government sent a rep- 
resentative to North Ko- 
rea and one or two days 
later, it happened. I was 
very surprised.” 

Before his incarceration, 
Lim was the senior pas- 
tor of the 3,000-member 


Light Korean Presbyteri- 
an Church in Malton. 


He went to North Korea 
on a humanitarian mis- 
sion, but was arrested 
and charged in 2015 with 
allegedly being involved 
in anti-state activities. 


The government ac- 
cused him of trying to 
use religion to destroy 
the North Korean system 
and for helping U.S. and 
South Korean authori- 
ties abduct North Kore- 
an citizens. 


He’s been the focus of 
international efforts to 
have him freed. 


Bae spoke to parishio- 
ners shortly after news 
reports that Lim’s ordeal 
was coming to an end. 
“They're happy too and 
very thankful to the Ca- 
nadian government for 
working on this case,” he 
said. 


The government sent a 


delegation led by nation- 
al security adviser Daniel 
Jean to Pyongyang to try 
and secure Lim’s release, 
and considered the Pas- 
tor’s health to be of “ut- 
most importance.” 


The PMO offered no 
other details about Lim’s 
health problems. 


Bae says he’s known 
Lim for “many years,” 
since 1999, but has only 
been a pastor at the 
church since last August. 


He describes Lim as “a 
great guy. He loves peo- 
ple. He love’s helping out 
the poor, the needy.” 


While Lim’s release is a 
happy event for his sup- 
porters, it comes with 
the sobering news of his 
ill health. 

It’s unclear if those 
health problems will pre- 
vent him from returning 
to work as a pastor. 


Bae says Lim will have 


to decide what to do with 
the rest of his life, but 
that he will “definitely 
have some stories” to 
tell of his harrowing ex- 
perience in North Korea 
when he returns. 


Bae says he’s not sure 
what events the church is 
planning to mark Lim’s 
return to Canada. 


He was born in South 
Korea before moving to 
Canada and becoming a

citizen of this country. 


The release comes at a 
time of increasing ten- 
sions between North 
Korea and the United 
States. 


U.S. President Donald 
Trump recently gave 
North Korean dictator 
Kim Jong-Un a stern 
warning after the des- 
pot’s repeated missile 
tests and threats of nu- 
clear attack.

A recent academic paper 
looking at the taxing pow- 
ers of Toronto and seven 
other major cities around 
the world suggests big cit- 
ies should get more power 
to raise revenue beyond the 
traditional property tax. 


For local homeowners 
and taxpayers in Peel Re- 
gion, such an idea would be 
a disaster. 


History shows that if you 
give cities more financial 
wiggle room, they will tax 
everything that moves. 


For decades, local pol- 
iticians have proved they 
can’t stop spending and 
they have no fear of a voter 
backlash if they hike taxes 
to pay for it. 


They know the power 
of incumbency and low 
municipal voter turnouts 
almost always guarantees 
they'll get re-elected no 
matter what they do in of- 
fice. 


That said, credit should 
go to Mississauga Mayor 
Bonnie Crombie for trying 
to keep next year’s prop- 
erty tax hike to about two 


per cent instead of the three 
per cent her finance officials 
have proposed. 


That could mean scaling 
back the more than five per 
cent hike in spending many 
in the city government want 
and could entail delaying 
some promised new services 
-- which I believe is a good 
idea, especially going into 
an election year. 


Still, visitors to Missis- 
sauga will soon feel a pinch 
in their wallets and purses 
since Ontario municipalities 
have just won the right to 
impose local hotel taxes - a 
measure introduced in Fi- 
nance Minister Charles Sou- 
sa’s spring budget. 

Mississauga is hungrily 
looking at a tax of between 
three and five per cent on the 
city’s 10,000 hotel rooms, a 
measure that could raise up 
to $20 million or more and 
make business and leisure 
travel more expensive for 
visitors to the city. 


What would happen if 
politicians in Mississauga, 
Brampton and Caledon also 
win the right to slap income 
taxes or municipal sales tax- 
es on local consumers? 


To their credit, the pro- 
vincial Liberals decided in 


late 2015 not to extend the 
power to impose a Munic- 
ipal Land Transfer Tax to 
cities and towns outside To- 
ronto, where the power has 
existed since 2008. 


Toronto’s two per cent tax 
on houses worth more than 
$400,000 generates about 
$400 million a year -- mon- 
ey paid by purchasers which 
adds thousands to the cost 
of closing any housing deal. 


The Liberals came un- 
der heavy lobbying from 
consumer groups and the 
homebuilding industry, who 
warned such a tax would 
add thousands to the cost 
of buying homes and es- 
pecially hurt buyers in the 
GTA areas outside Toronto, 
where prices have also risen 
sharply in recent years. 


Ontario mayors and local 
politicians have long lob- 
bied Queen’s Park for more 
taxing powers to cope with 
their tight finances. 


That idea is backed by 
the Institute on Municipal 
Finance and Governance, 
a U of T think tank fo- 
cused on finding solutions 
to finance and governance 
problems facing large cities 
and city-regions around the 
world. 


The recent paper by the 
institute argues that cities 
should have the power to 
set their own tax rates rath- 
er than receiving transfers 
from federal or provincial 
governments. 


A comparison of Toron- 
to, London, Paris, Berlin, 
Frankfurt, Madrid, Tokyo, 
and New York shows To- 
ronto is less dependent on 
intergovernmental transfers 
than many other major cit- 
ies but, with the exception 
of London, it has fewer tax 
options than the other cities. 


New York is less reliant 
on state transfers and can 
levy many different taxes, 
while Tokyo and Paris also 
rely heavily on their own 
revenues, but don’t have 
much control over their tax 
sources. 


Frankfurt and Berlin have 
access to more tax sources 
than the others, but a chunk 
of these are shared taxes. 


Madrid relies relatively 
heavily on property taxes 
but also shares in revenues 
from the personal income 
tax, value-added tax, and se- 
lected excise taxes. 

The institute says Cana- 


dian cities like Mississauga, 
Brampton and Caledon rely 


Don’t give cities more taxing power because they'll quickly use i 


mainly on the property tax, 
which the think tank says is 
not the most appropriate tax 
to pay for social services or 
social housing. 


“A mix of taxes would give 
large Canadian cities more 
fiscal autonomy, the flexi- 
bility to be internationally 
competitive, and the ability 
to respond to changing eco- 
nomic and political condi- 
tions,” said the report, writ- 
ten by U of T professor Enid 
Slack. 


While cities now can levy 
new hotel taxes -- and they 
surely will -- to feed their 
spending addictions, Peel 
Region communities that 
already can impose devel- 
opment charges and infra- 
structure levies as well as 
property taxes should con- 
sider other options. 


Ifthey have to pay for tran- 
sit and other infrastructure, 
they should temporarily go 
deeper into debt to finance 
capital projects while devel- 
oping long-range plans to 
rationalize their workforce, 
much of which is unionized 
and whose managers usu- 
ally appear on the annual 
Sunshine List of highly paid 
civil servants earning more 
than $100,000 a year. 


A year ago, the City of 
Brampton cut about 45 
highly paid managers in 
an effort to get the city’s 
troubled finances and un- 
sustainable labour costs 
under control. 


That was an unusual but 
welcome move _ because 
local governments rarely 
pare their operations to 
save money. They usually 
just hike taxes or go cap in 
hand to the province beg- 
ging for more money. 


Mississauga is generally 
perceived as a good stew- 
ard of public finances, but 
the city has a chance to 
keep a lid on its employee 
costs since about 20 per 
cent of its 5,300 employ- 
ees will retire over the net 
four years. 


There’s no need to hit 
homeowners, hotel guests 
or rec users with higher 
costs. Just get your own 
house in order.

Councillor apologizes for comments 


A longtime Brampton 
politician apologized at 
Wednesday’s council meet- 
ing for an email he sent last 
month that said new immi- 
grants should learn the val- 
ues of white Canadians. 


“With the wisdom that 
comes with hindsight and 
sombre reflection, (I have) 
realized that I owe an apolo- 
gy for a confusing email ex- 
change with a constituent,” 
John Sprovieri told council. 


The councillor already fac- 
es disciplinary action from 
the city’s integrity com- 
missioner for a written ex- 
change with a resident last 
month that garnered wide- 
spread attention in PDN 
and other media for what 
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many believed were racially 
insensitive remarks. 


Brampton Mayor Linda 
Jeffrey has urged Sprovieri 
to take sensitivity training 
over the issue. 


Sprovieri had _ previously 
responded to a provocative 
email sent to Brampton 
councillors by city resident 
Sheila Jacobson that asked, 
“Why are WHITE PEOPLE 
still planning Brampton’s 
future? 


Sprovieri, an Italian-Cana- 
dian who was born in Italy 
and immigrated decades 
ago, responded that white 
people of Canada created “a 
great system where every- 
one is welcome and can live 
peacefully together.” 


Sprovieri, a former Ford 
Canada worker at the 
Oakville plant, has lived in 
Wards 9 and 10 for 39 years 
and has been on Bramp- 
ton council since 1988 and 
on Regional Council since 
2003. 


He represents a _ ward 


populated predominantly 
with Sikhs, Indo- and Pa- 
kistani-Canadians and has 
been long involved in with 
local groups. 


The following is an 
abridged transcript of a 
speech Regional Council- 
lor John Sprovieri gave at 
Brampton City council last 
week apologizing for an 
email he sent in July de- 
fending the city, but which 
also said new immigrants 
should learn the values of 
“white Canadians.” 


“My (email) response has 
caused a lot of unnecessary 
turmoil in our city and right 
across this country.” 


“T have with the wisdom 
that comes with hindsight 
and sombre reflection, re- 
alized that I owe an apology 
for a confusing email ex- 
change with a constituent.” 


“In my haste to defend my 
friends, colleagues, city em- 
ployees and those hired to 


bring expertise and skills to 
the City of Brampton and 
all our residents, I chose my 
words poorly and my com- 
ments did not reflect my 
intended meaning when I 
wrote that email.” 


“My intention was to make 
a point about democratic 
rights and freedoms. But 
in doing so I was commit- 
ting the same error I was 
rallying against. In charac- 
terizing people on the basis 
of colour and giving recog- 
nition to only one colour it 
was Improper. 


“When I referred to white 
values I was referring to the 
Canadian values and was 
applauding Canada’s com- 
mitment to build a nation 
of equity, peace, democracy 
and prosperity.” 


*T was addressing how for- 
tunate we all are to live in 
a country that has adopted 
such great values -- multi- 
culturalism, diversity, free- 
dom of religion and free- 
dom of speech. 


“Being Canadian is a 
source of great pride for 
me. In expressing my pride 
it was not my intention to 
marginalize or ignore the 
contribution of people of all 
origins.” 

“My intention to highlight 
Canadian values of free- 
dom, inclusiveness was lost 
as a result. In my haste to 
defend those under attack, 
I failed to include all those 
people for whom I have a 
great deal of respect.”

Domenic Pilla, CEO of 
Rexall’s parent McKes- 
son Canada, calls New- 
lands Campbell a dynamic 
leader who will help grow 
the drug chain’s business 
across Canada in a highly 
competitive industry. 


“Competitive dynamics, 
regulatory pressure and 
meeting the expectations 
of consumers and patients 
are amongst the biggest 
(challenges),” Pilla says in 
announcing the new ap- 
pointment. 


“Rexall is poised to take 
advantage of these chal- 
lenges and lead the trans- 


formation of the sector 
to significantly improve 
health outcomes and help 
lower the cost of providing 
care in Canada.” 


Rexall Canada, with 
7,300 employees and 
471 pharmacies across 


the country, is based in 
north-central Mississauga 
on Cooper Avenue, near 
the Hershey Centre arena 
just south of Highway 401. 


The company was bought 
by U.S. drug supplier 
McKesson Corp. for $3 
billion last year from Ed- 
monton’s Katz Group -- a 
deal that’s expected to 
shake up Canada’s staid 
drug store sector. 


The looming industry 
competition will pit two 
Peel Region companies 
against each other be- 


cause Rexall’s main rival 
is Shoppers Drug Mart, 
owned by the Bramp- 
ton-based Loblaw grocery 
store giant. 


The two are expected to 
battle in the expanding 
field of patient and health 
services as_ traditional 
drug stores deal with pro- 
vincial government pres- 
sures to lower prescrip- 
tion drug prices to help 
rein in ballooning health 
care costs. 


Newlands Campbell has 
worked in the ultra-com- 
petitive food sector for 
three decades, mainly at 
Delhaize America, includ- 
ing senior positions at 
Hannaford Supermarkets 
and Food Lion, where she 
was president.

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Brampton asked to help fund new university

The City of Brampton 
will soon likely be asked 
to kick in millions of 
dollars or provide other 
benefits to help its pro- 
posed new university get 
off the ground. 


A staff report to City 
Council slated for Sept. 6 
will outline investment 
opportunities for the city 
in the project and go to 
council for a later deci- 
sion. 


It’s not known wheth- 
er staff will recommend 
the city donate land, put 
money into a_ partner- 
ship or provide local tax 
breaks for the project. 


Michelle McCollum, 
Brampton’s senior man- 
ager of strategic plan- 
ning, told council that 
talks between Ryerson 


University and Sheridan 
College, who will run the 
new campus, have been 
going well and a more 
detailed plan will go to 
the province for approv- 
al this fall. 


The city has also hired 
planning consultant ur- 
banMetrics Inc. to carry 
out a detailed economic 
impact study of the new 
university. 


“We've also talked for 
some time about a po- 
tential municipal contri- 
bution to this initiative 
and we think it’s time to 
start discussing that and 
start considering that,” 
said McCollum, who 
works in the office of the 
Chief Administrative Of- 
ficer. 


McCollum said she and 
staff “are working on a 
report that we will bring 


to you... that will bea 
Committee of Council 
meeting Sept. 6.” 


The proposed new uni- 
versity is one of two the 
Ontario government 
plans for fast-growing 
cities like Brampton and 
Milton. The province has 
earmarked $180 million 
for the two campuses. 


The two new sites will 
probably start up in two 
or three years and will be 
focused on science, tech- 
nology, engineering, arts 
and math. 


A 2015 economic impact 

study by urbanMetrics 
concluded the proposed 
university would benefit 
the city and help trans- 
form the community. 


The urban planner said 
the project would cre- 
ate more than 1,800 
construction jobs, and 
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add another 1,500 from 
ongoing operations. ur- 
banMetrics also _ con- 
cluded the university 
would have a one-time 
construction economic 
impact of almost $373 
million, and ongoing im- 
pact, including student 
and visitor spending, of 
$220 million. 


More than 80 per cent 
of the jobs created from 
the project would be in 
Brampton.

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Graffiti prevention and control tips from Peel Regional Police 


People who write graffiti 
see the world as a very dif- 
ferent place from those who 
don’t. 


As uncontrolled — graffi- 
ti can start a cycle of fear 
and decay, it is important 
that people have a basic 
understanding of graffiti 
and know the best ways to 
control it. 

Tagging vs. writing 

Most graffiti is the work 
of “taggers” and “writ- 
ers”. Taggers engage in the 
most basic forms of graffiti, 
which generally involves a 
personal, stylized (difficult 
to read) signature. Taggers 
are generally motivated to 
get their signature (or tag), 
“up” as many times as pos- 
sible. Tags within Region of 
Peel are seldom gang-relat- 
ed. 


Writers are generally re- 
sponsible for the more ar- 
tistic forms of graffiti. 


Graffiti writers often work 
in small groups called crews 
and have been known to 
take significant risks for the 
purpose of displaying their 
“art” in highly visible spots. 
Writers can be competitive 
amongst themselves, which 
can result in the prolifera- 
tion of graffiti. 


Why graffiti prevention and 
control is important 


James Q. Wilson and 
George Kelling proposed 
the broken windows theo- 
ry that states: “What really 
made people afraid in cities 
and concerned about their 
welfare was not the crimes 
they saw or heard about, 
but also the physical and 
social signs they saw [...] 
registering a breakdown in 
society”. 

Unauthorized graffiti, 
while often unreported, 
is a criminal offence that 
annually costs taxpayers 
hundreds of thousands of 
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dollars, defaces structures 
and vehicles, results in 
the cancellation of school 
programs when funds are 
spent removing _ graffiti, 
generates fear and leads to 
more serious crime. 


Aside from the obvious 
economic costs and loss 
of social and economic ac- 
tivity, undesired and un- 
removed graffiti sends a 


strong message that private 
property is not respected 
and no one really cares. In 
order to correct this per- 
ception, it is vital that graf- 
fiti is cleared from property 
as soon as possible when it 
happens. 


Graffiti is contrary to the 
community’s property 
standards by-law, and if 
not removed, may result in 
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a visit from your local prop- 
erty standards officer and 
an order issued to remove 
it. 

Graffiti should never be 
confused as an issue of art; 
it is an issue of permission. 


Graffiti prevention 


The best way to prevent 
graffiti is to never let it 


happen. This is best accom- 


plished at the design stage 
by using textured surfac- 
es or limiting the surfaces 
available to write on. 


Where the environment 
has been already built, 
graffiti is best prevented by 
ensuring proper mainte- 
nance and the strategic use 
of plant materials, murals, 
and (where circumstances 
dictate) protective coatings 
over walls. For best results, 
ivy and plant species with 
thorns should be used. 

Avoid large plantings that 
block sightlines around 
windows and doors or cre- 
ate hidden spots next to 
walkways.

Sadly, I know noth- 
ing about the game, but 
that’s about to change 
thanks to first hand/bat 
experience.

Matches 
are played Monday and 
Thursdays — afternoon 
and evening action. 


Am I serious? You bet! 
Hopefully the boys will 
be kind. 


Before I venture into 
uncharted territory, I fig- 
ured I should read up on 
the sport. So, thanks to 
Wikipedia, it’s time for 
Cricket 101! 

Cricket is a bat-and-ball 
game played between 
two teams of 11 players 
each on a cricket field, at 
the centre of which is a 
rectangular 22-yard-long 
pitch with a target called 
the wicket (a set of three 
wooden stumps topped 
by two bails) at each end. 


Each phase of play is 
called an inning during 
which one team bats, 
attempting to score as 
many runs as possible, 
whilst their opponents 
field. 


Depending on the type 
of match, the teams have 
one or two innings apiece 
and, when the first in- 
ning ends, the teams 
swap roles for the next 
inning. Except in match- 
es which result in a draw, 


the winning team is the 
one that scores the most 
runs, including any ex- 
tras gained. 


Two batsmen and 11 
fielders then enter the 
field and play begins 
when a member of the 
fielding team, known as 
the bowler, delivers (i.e., 
bowls) the ball from one 
end of the pitch towards 
the wicket at the other 
end, which is guarded 
by one of the batsmen, 
known as the striker. 


In addition to the bowl- 
er, the fielding team in- 
cludes the wicket-keeper, 
a specialist who stands 
behind the striker’s wick- 
et. 


The nine other fielders 
are tactically deployed 
around the field by their 
captain, usually in con- 
sultation with the bowl- 
er. 


The striker “takes guard” 
on a crease drawn on the 
pitch four feet in front 
of the wicket. His role is 
to prevent the ball from 
hitting the stumps by us- 
ing his bat and, simulta- 
neously, to strike it well 
enough to score runs. 


Runs are scored by two 
main methods: either 
by hitting the ball hard 
enough for it to cross the 
boundary, or by the two 
batsmen swapping ends 
by each simultaneously 
running the length of the 
pitch in opposite direc- 


tions whilst the fielders 
are retrieving the ball. 


Historically, cricket’s 
origins are uncertain 
and the earliest definite 
reference is in southeast 
England in the middle of 
the 16th century. 


It spread globally with 
the expansion of the 
British Empire, leading 
to the first international 
matches in the second 
half of the 19th century. 


Traditionally cricketers 
play in all-white kit, but 
in limited overs cricket 
they wear club or team 
colours. 


In addition to the basic 

kit, some players wear 
protective gear to pre- 
vent injury caused by 
the ball, which is a hard, 
solid spheroid made of 
compressed leather en- 
closing a cork core.

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From Brampton to the NHL 


Jeremiah Addison Dreams Big

Thousands of Canadian 
boys and girls play hock- 
ey in this country. Many 
of them, including myself, 
have dreamed of making it 
to the NHL. 

For most of us, it is just a 
pipe dream, as very few ever 
make it all the way. 

For 20 year old former 
Brampton resident Jeremi- 
ah Addison, that dream is 
very close to being a reality. 

Drafted in round #7 207th 
overall by the Montreal Can- 
adiens in the 2015 amateur 
draft, Jeremiah has attend- 
ed the Canadiens rookie 
camp and has skated with 
their AHL affiliate St. John’s 
Ice Caps for 4 games during 
the 2015-2016 season. 

He recently signed a three 
year entry level deal with the 
Canadiens back in March 
and will attend their train- 
ing camp this fall. He has a 
two-way $720,000 cap hit 
deal with the club. 

He recently finished up 
his amateur career with the 
Windsor Spitfires of the 
OHL, where he was part of 
their Memorial Cup Cham- 
pionship run back in May. 

As a young boy, Jeremiah 
got into hockey at age 5 in 
the Brampton Minor Hock- 
ey League. 

He proved himself to be 
a top prospect right away 
and moved up to AA and 
then AAA first with stops in 
Brampton, Weston, Halton 
and finally with the Toron- 


to Jr. Canadiens and the 
Mississauga Senators of the 
GTHL. 

With the support of his 
parents Blair and Dawn, 
Jeremiah moved away from 
home at the tender age of 14 
to attend the famed Athol 
Murray College of Notre 
Dame in Wilcox Saskatche- 
wan. 

This school is noted for 
being a hockey star facto- 
ry and has seen the likes of 
Wendel Clark, Vincent La- 
cavalier, and most recently 
Morgan Rielly go on to illus- 
trious NHL careers. 

The school not only em- 
phasized sports but was 
strict on the academics as 
well, which pleased Jeremi- 
ah’s parents who wanted to 
see him get an education as 
well. 

“Being in a small town of 
only 600 people there was 
not much to do so we really 
focused on our hockey and 
the books, adds Addison. 

“We had a strict regime 
and were well supervised by 
coaches and teachers who 
knew how to get the best out 
of us.” 

Returning home in 2012 
Jeremiah tried out and 
made the Toronto Marl- 
boroughs Major Midget 
team and attended Everest 
Academy private school in 
Thornhill, a highly repu- 
table sports and academic 
school. 

In his OHL draft eligible 
year Jeremiah was taken by 


the Saginaw Spirit where he 
played for two seasons be- 
fore being traded to the Ot- 
tawa 67s. 

He played 2 full seasons 
with Ottawa and was into 
his third and final season of 
eligibility before once again 
being traded to Windsor 
part way through the 2016- 
2017 season. 

Jeremiah’s draft day was 
a real highlight for him and 
his family. “I will always re- 
member the Canadiens call- 
ing my name and the feeling 
Thad at that moment,” adds 
Addison. “It was a highlight 
of my a career and proof 
positive that all the hard 
work was paying off.” 

Attending the Canadiens 
rookie camp at the start the 
2015 season was also mem- 
orable and gave him a new 
opportunity to up his game 
and rub elbows with the 
some elite NHL players. 


“T will never forget the 


first morning of camp com- 
ing down to breakfast and 
meeting Cary Price. It made 
me feel great and inspired 
me to keep working”, adds 
Addison. 

During the off season 
Addison works out 5 days 
a week, travelling from his 
parent’s home in Oran- 
geville to a gym in Pickering 
where he works out with a 
hockey specific trainer in 
order to prepare himself for 
camp in September. 

Jeremiah expects to 
skate with the Canadiens 
new AHL affiliate the La- 
val Rocket this season but 
hopes he will get called up 
to realize that dream that 
never dies. 

Jeremiah has agreed to 
stay in touch during train- 
ing camp and into the sea- 
son. We can look forward to 
hearing what life is like as an 
NHL hopeful.

According to the Mis- 
sissauga-based Canadian 
Anaphylaxis Initiative, “2.5 
million or 7.5 per cent of 
Canadians report having at 
least one food allergy: ap- 
proximately 105,000 Peel 
residents. Most of those af- 
fected are under 35 years of 
age, with the majority being 
25 years old and younger,” 
said Debbie Bruce, director 
of the Canadian Anaphylax- 
is Initiative. 

Furthermore, 85 per cent 
of reactions happen away 
from home. 


“If you watch kids who 
are allergic, in their every- 
day life, they’re always on 
guard,” explained Bruce, an 
advocate for the awareness 
of life-threatening allergies 
for the last 30 years. “They 


always have to be mindful of 
their immediate surround- 
ings.” 

Bruce says that 1 in 13 Ca- 
nadians are affected by a 
food allergy. 


“There is no cure or treat- 
ment for food allergies,” 
said Bruce. “Avoidance is 
our only option.” 


It really makes a difference 
when organizations like the 
Toronto Argonauts step up 
and say ‘How can we help? 


Providing a designated 
suite gives those who do not 
feel comfortable sitting in 
the stands, a better option 
for attending the game. 


The Toronto Argonauts 
believe this is an important 
initiative to bring attention 
to a serious health issue and 
to provide their fans with 
additional options for view- 
ing Argonauts games. 


As do the Toronto Blue 
Jays who have provided a 
designated section for a spe- 
cific number of games each 
season for the past 8 years.

In some communities, 
the brother and sister 
will then feed each oth- 
er, before being congrat- 
ulated by their gathered 
family members. 


There are a number of 
myths and stories that 
surround Raksha Band- 
han. 


It is believed that be- 
fore the epic battle of 
Mahabharata, Draupa- 
di tied a Rakhi on Lord 
Krishna’s hand when 
he hurt his finger while 
setting off his sudarshan 


chakra against evil king 
Shishupalal who had 
insulted the Lord over a 
hundred times. 


As Krishna’s slashed 
finger bled, Draupadi 
tore a piece from her sari 
and tied it around Krish- 
na’s hand. 


In return, Krish- 
na vowed to protect 
Draupadi against all ad- 
versities in the future. 


To continue this, all the 
sisters start tying bands 
of love and protection on 
all their brothers’ wrists. 


The annual festival falls 
on the full-moon day of 
August. 


Because of variations in 
the waxing and waning 
of the moon, the exact 
date changes every year, 


although it usually al- 
ways falls at some point 
in August. 


It’s difficult to imagine 
life without your siblings 
and cousins, isn’t it? 

We are always busy 
with work. All the fun 
times, games, pranking 
on each other, getting 
scolded, going on vaca- 
tions together... it’s spe- 
cial in a way words can’t 
fully describe.
